The  exception!  political  and  financial 
gloom  which  shrouded  the  last  hours  of  1867, 
and  give  so  sombre  an  aspect  to  the  first  days

We  have  desired,  foolishly  in  uiy  judg- 
ment, to  show  to  the  world  that  we  could 
commence  to  pay  off  ■  portion  of  the  princi- 
pal of  our  public  debt,  alter  having  exhausted 
the  resources  of  the  people  beyond  almost 
any  human  endurance.  It  was  a  mistake  ;  it 
was  a  blunder  almost  equal  to  a  crime.  We 
are  now  paying  the  penalty.''  In  his  opinion 
the  North  it  lar  poorer  than  at  the  commence 
ment  ol  the  war.  in  spite  ot  the  temporary 
abundance  of  money  and  the  activity  ot  torn 
meree  and  industry  which  existed  during  the 
continuance  of  hostilities.  Now  the  A  in.  rt 
cans  by  their  absurd  aud  injurious  policy  have 
succeeded  in  driving  their  own  prodsetl  out 
of  the  markets  of  the  world  until  S'  watM 
Sprague — certainly  in  a  position  to  judge,  not 
only  from  his  position  as  a  manufacturer,  but 
also  from  his  recent  attempts  as  a  planter  — 
plainly  and  sensibly  says: — '  In  the  whole 
range  of  my  experience  I  do  not  kno^-  of  nn 
article  that  the  American  manufacturer  can 
now  produce  and  export  and  compete  with 
foreign  manufacturers  in  the  markets  of  ikv 
world,  even  with  the  drawback." 

Thus  speaks  Senator  Sprague,  one  of  the 
leading  protectionists  of  the  country  Turn- 
ing to  the  principal  free  trade  organ,  the 
Evening  Pvst.  we  find  similar  conclusions 
reached,  although  based  on  different  premi 
sea.  Bemoaning  the  present  unsettled  oossdi 
tiou  of  affairs,  the  Post  9ays  :— "  We  ou^ht  to 
have  bad  the  political  and  social  machinery 
of  the  whole  country  in  complete  and  harmo- 
nious operation  by  this  time;  but  it  would 
appear  to  be  more  deranged  now  than  it  waj 
during  the  war.  A  President  who  joins  to  a 
clear  theoretic  sense  the  most  perverse  and 
pragmatic  practical  imbecility  that  was  ever 
seen,  and  a  Congress  which,  entrusted  with 
the  grandest  work  of  amelioration  thu;  aver 
fell  to  the  lot  of  •  legislative  body,  frittering 
away  its  time  in  extreme  and  utterly  imprac- 
ticable schemes,  have  left  the  entire  hunkn 
of  the  war,  with  all  its  consequent  anatchy 
and  heart-burnings  and  paralysis  ot  business, 
upon  our  hands.  If  there  had  been  a  man  in 
the  White  House,  or  in  either  House  of  Con- 
gress, of  real  statesmanlike  force,  of  a  broad 
and  penetrating  intellect  superior  to  petty 
partisan  resentments  and  prejudices,  and 
comprehending  the  interests  of  the  whole  na- 
tion no  less  than  the  fundamental  principles 
of  our  political  system,  a  man  like  our  earlier 
Hamiltons  and  Madisons,  or  like  the  Cuvours, 
Gladstones  and  Bismarcks  of  Europe,  we 
should  have  had  this  whole  matter  settled,  or 
at  least  placed  in  such  a  position  that  the  vast 
majority  of  the  people  would  have  rallied  to 
its  support.  But  we  have  yet  to  re  est  >llish 
the  Union  of  the  American  people,  even  in  out 
ward  form,  to  say  nothing  of  inward  heartfelt 
recognition.  We  have  yet  to  organize  the 
cumbersome  and  sprawling  national  debt, 
which  the  keenest  intellect  can  hardly  annu- 
el, while  it  is  an  utter  maze  and  despair  to  the 
common  mind,  on  a  sure,  plain,  intelligible 
and  easy  working  plan." 

Finding  political  observers  from  such  oppo- 
site standpoints  reaching  conclusions  so  sim- 
ilar, should  give  the  American  people  pause, 
and  came  tbem  to  inquire  the  cause  of  this 
accumulation  of  evils.  Senator  Sprague.  lay- 
ing bare  the  cancer  with  an  incisive  blade, 
says: — "The  spirit  of  braggadocio  and  the 
brag  of  the  American  people  have  been  their 
ruin.  It  has  been  a  curse  upon  them  for 
while  they  have  been  indulging  in  that  luxury 
the  people  of  other  countries  have  been  em- 
ployed and  have  been  prosperous."  N 
partial  observer  but  mn^t  •CsPMwltdgt  thi 
truth  of  these  remarks.

The  treatment  which 
the  prostrate  South  has  received  at  the  hands 
of  the  victorious  North  has  only  been  equalled1 
in  preposterous  absurdity  by  the  attitude 
which  the  vain-glorious  Republic  has  »is-;:in.  .1 
toward  foreign  Powers.  The  consequences 
of  this  policy  are  U|yw  acknowledged  when  it 
is.  in  many  respects,  too  late  to  undo  the  in- 
jury already  done.  With  the  principal  stuple 
of<.the  Southern  country  banished  to  foreign 
climes  for  cultivation,  and  the  great  facto 
ries  of  New  England  closed  in  consequence  ; 
with  industries  of  all  kinds  prostrated  and 
the  people  calling  upon  Congress  for  employ 
ment:  with  a  more  oppressive  system  of  taxa- 
tion than  the  legislators  of  the  mother  coun 
try  ever  devised;  and  with  the  '.'reatest 
natural  advantages  ever  vouchsafed  any  peo- 
ple rendered  of  no  account  by  the  foolishness 
of  selfish  politicians — surely  such  results  af- 
ter nearly  three  years  of  attempted  "  recon- 
struction," may  well  serve  as  reasons  for  an 
utter  and  radical  change  in  the  course  hither- 
to pursued  by  those  who  control  tbe  destinies 
of  the  American  people.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  this  crisis  of  affairs,  the  forthcoming 
report  of  their  "  Special  Commissioner"  «ent 
abroad  to  study  the  systems  of  tnxati'  n  .,  ' 
the  commercial  development  of  foreign  coun 
tries— which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  notice  in 
our  next  number — will  contain  such  recom- 
mendations as  will  right  some  of  the  wrongs 
of  this  distracted,  yet  arrogant  and  self-willed 
nation.

facts  not  very  palatable  to  thenational  mind 
and  somewhat  humiliating  to  the  national 
pride.  In  a  recent  speech  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  on  the  proposed  repeal  of  the 
tax  on  cotton.  Mr.  Sprague.  the  well  known 
Rhode  Island  manufacturer,  and  son  in-law  of 
ex-Senator  Chase  took  occasion  to  unfold  some 
very  plain  truths  for  the  benefit  of  the  nation 
at  large.  He  told  hi<*  astonished  fellow  Sena- 
tors that  while  they  were  preparing  to  legis- 
late for  an  "existing  interest,"  he  assured 
them  that  the  real  question  wan  whether  cotton 
was  an  "existing  interest."  He  was  obliged 
to  admit  that  with  the  poor,  despised,  short- 
stapled,  husky,  India  cotton,  a  fabric  is  to-day 
produced  by  the  skill  and  labor  of  English- 
men equal  to  the  best  fabric  that  American 
machinery  has  yet  been  able  to  make.  He 
feared  that  the  fabrics  manufactured  from 
this  cheap  cotton,  in  spite  of  all  tariffs,  would 
find  their  way  into  this  country  and  be  consu- 
med by  the  American  people  to  the  detriment 
of  American  productions.  In  such  a  condi- 
tion of  affairs,  asks  the  Senator,  what  would 
become  of  New  England  ?  The  Egyptian  cot- 
ton, be  also  asserts,  is  being  introduced  into 
seven  eighths  of  the  finer  qualities  of  goods 
that  the  Sea  Island  cotton  was  heretofore 
used  for.  This  state  of  things,  Mr.  Sprague 
argues,  has  been  brought  about  by  inimical 
and  unwise  legislation  concerning  the  South.

Tillage  is  the  paramount  condition  upon 
which  the  harvest  depends,  the  measure  of 
which  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  perform- 
ance of  this  pre-requisite.  Tillage  wus  the 
first  labor  assigned  to  man  by  his  Maker  and 
by  Him  distinctly  indicated  as  not  onH  the 
first,  which  was,  and  of  necessity  would  ever 
continue  to  be,  tbe  most  important  labor  he  : 
was  expected  to  perform. 

But  what  is  tillage?  and  in  what  way  does 
it  promote  the  growth  and  vigor  of  the  vine 
Mia  the  production   and  perfection  of  its  ; 
fruit? 

Tillage  is  the  operation,  practice,  or  nrt  of 
preparing  land  for  plants  and  seed,  and  keep- 
ing the  ground  free  from  weeds,  which  would 
otherwise  injure  their  growth. 

Tillage  includes  manuring,  plowing,  har- 
rowing and  rolling  land,  or  whatever  is  done 
to  bring  it  into  a  proper  state  to  receive 

Elants  and  seed,  and  the  operation  of  plowing, 
arrowing  and  boeing  the  ground  to  destroy 
weeds,  and  loosen  the  soil  after  planting:  cul- 
ture is  tbe  principal  branch  of  agriculture. 

To  illustrate  this  subject  fully  would  be  a 
labor  quite  out  of  the  range  of  my  previa  un- 
dertaking; but  perhaps  I  may  be  able  to  indi- 
cate about  all  that  will  be  required,  tad  lOM> 
sign  some  of  the  principal  reasons  why  these 
requirements  are  so  earnestly  insisted  upon. 

The  elements  of  plant  growth,  contained  in 
tbe  soil,  and  in  tho  atmosphere,  however 
abundant,  are  only  available  thronzh  Use 
agency  of  tillage,  bv  which  they  are  in'  olvi  d 
or  rendered  available  for  plant  food.  And 
just  here  let  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  t  la- 
ment* arc  derived  as  much,  nay,  more  abun- 
dantly, from  the  great  ntmossphcric  fc;i  b] 
which  they  are  surrounded  than  out  of 
which  they  spring,  nnd  upon  which,  without 
the  light  of  science,  we  are  apt  to  conclude 
their  life  and  growth  are  made  almoit  entirely 
to  depend;  and  yet,  tillage  is  indispensable 
to,  and  the  only  means  of  promoting  the  or 
ganism  through  which,  alone,  these  elements 
are  made  available,  aud  is.  therefore,  of  par- 
amount importance. 

But  perhaps  it  may  be  necessary  to  go  back 
a  little  further,  and  inquire  briefly  into  the 
nature  of  the  earth's  surface,  which  wc  de- 
nominate soil,  in  order  to  a  better  tinders: n  ti- 
ding of  the  necessity  of  plowing,  harrowing, 
or  otherwise  pulverizing  and  stirring  it. 

Soil  may  be  regarded  as  made  up  to  matter 
in  three  different  states  or  conditions.  The 
first  has  be^n  called  the  active  matter  of  soil, 
because  it  is  in  a  condition  capable  of  being 
dissolved  in  water,  and  consequently  availa- 
ble for  entering  into  the  circulation  of  plants, 
und  ministering  to  their  growth.  The  second 
portion  has  been  called  dorman t  matter  ol  the 
soil,  differing  from  the  first  only  that  it  is  in 
a  state  of  inactivity,  being  dissoluble  in  wat- 
er, and  therefore  unfitted  for  entering  into 
plants.   The  third  portion  consists  of  a  gritof 
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sit'oi.  or  disintegration,  is  midway  between 
the  finer  end  m.\>re  »>asily  pulverized  portions, 
arid  the  solid  rock  from  which  soiUare  made. 
We  must  not,  therefor?,  look  upon  soil  as  a 
homogeneous  mass,  but  as  embracing  and 
consisting  of  ingredients  congregated  into 
these  ibiua  classes.  I  hare  spoken  of  these 
classes  or  conditions  of  soil,  with  a  view  to 
show  briefly  how  it  ia  to  be  affected  by  tillage. 

By  the  aid  of  chemical  analysis,  these  are 
sub  divided  into  many  ingredients  of  which 
soils  are  composed 

But  I  cantut  omit  to  observe  here,  though 
slightly  out  of  tlip  range  of  my  subject,  that 
in  doing  this,  instead  of  furnishing  a  result 
applicable  to  practical  agrieult  ire,  we  have 
the  instance  of  u  combined  development  of 
the  dormant  portion  which  is  not  available 
even  by  the  most  perfect  culture  combined 
w:th  the  active  portion  which  was  alone  ser 
vicenblc,  n:id  which  may,  iu  this  portion,  in 
many  cases,  have  been  nearly  exhausted  :  so 
that  nftcr  all,  such  examinations  are  only 
partially  reliable  in  practical  farming. 

But  that  portion  ol"  the  soil  which  has  been 
called  dormant,  nnd  which,  in  its  natural  or 
undisturbed  condition,  is  leally  so,  may  be 
quickened  into  activity  by  the  manipulation 
of  tillage,  which  exposes  its  particles  to  the 
action  of  heat.  air.  and  water,  the  great  ele- 
ments of  Nature's  laboratory,  and  the  most 
active  and  important  agents  by  which  the 
growth  of  all  manner  of  vegetation  is  depen- 
dent. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  soil 
be  kept  in  a  condition  to  receive  rain-water, 
and  to  permit  it  to  percolate,  and  pass  through 
it  to  the  subsoil  beueuth. 

For  let  it  be  remembered,  that  rain-water 
is  by  no  means  pure  water,  but  is  charged 
more  or  less  with  carbonic  ncid.  nitric  acid, 
and  umuionia.  all  powerful  solvents  and  fer- 
tilizers. 

Again,  a  loose  and  finely  fertilized  soil  i3 
capable  of  absorbing  these  fertilizing  gases 
from  the  atmosphere,  and  retaining  them  for 
the  food  of  plants. 

This  condition  of  the  soil  is  also  favorable 
to  the  decomposition  of  whatever  of  vegetable 
mutter  it  contain",  renderingit  likewise  avail 
able  to  growing  plants,  by  which  it  is  again 
resurrected  or  restored  to  new  life 

Again  this  condition  is  indispensable  to 
the  tree  scope  of  the  roots  of  plants,  enabling 
them  to  seek  out  and  avail  themselves  of  the 
lood  contaiued  in  the  soil,  increasing  the 
fibrous  roots,  and  thereby  multiplying  the 
little  mouths  that  suck  up  the  nutrition  oa 
which  the  plants  depend. 

Also  the  pulverization  of  the  surface  of 
soil3  assists  to  retain  the  moisture  in  the  por- 
tion beneath  and  the  subsoil;  it  serves  as  a 
mulch  to  retain  moisture,  as  well  as  to  pre- 
vent the  sudden  rad.ation  of  heat  during  the 
cold  days  that  are  so  disastrous  to  growing 
crops;  in  short,  the  beneficial  effects  of  a 
thorough  pulverization  of  the  soil  are  almost 
innumerable  ;  when,  therefore,  this  condition 
is  continually  maintained,  success  may  be 
said  to  be  fairly  "  organized ;"  while,  where 
the  opposite  condition  is  allowed  to  take  place, 
tailure  11  equally  certain. 

But  1  am  in  perceptibly  drawn  into  the 
minutiae  of  this  branch  of  my  subject,  and.  1 
lear.  nm  occupying  more  space  than  I  intend- 
ed; with  a  few  practical  suggestions  I  shall 
thereSore  submit  this  matter  tor  the  present. 

I  have  said  that,  With  a  view  to  complete 
success  iu  grape  culture,  it  was  necesse.rv  to 
maintain  the  uealth  and  vigor  of  the  towage 
tor  the  longest  possible  period.  This  result, 
as  every  practical  cultivator  of  tl 
luliy  aware,  eaa  only  lie  secureti  by 
tillage;  by  frequently  stirring  the  surface'of 
the  soil  and  keeping  the  ground  entirely  free 
from  weeds  nnd  gras3. 

The  foliage  of  the  vine,  under  these  circum- 
stances, will  be  most  likely  to  continue 
healthy  and  rigorOtta,  and  will  be  seen  to  be 
several  shad- s  darker  than  when  tiie  surface 
of  the  soil  is  allowed  to  become  Imrd  aud  the 
weeds  and  grass  permitted  to  grow,  and  rob 
the  roots  of  the  vines,  of  the  moisture  and 
the  food  on  which  they  continually  depend, 
and  for  lack  of  which  they  must,  of  course, 
dwindle  and  decline 

Whei.  thciefore,  it  is  considered  that  al- 
most tne  entire  suUtante  of  the  fruit  is  takeu 
up  and  secreted  through  the  immediate  agencv 
ot  tbe  foliage,  that  through  it  ia  elaborated 
every  purticle  of  saccharine  matter  that 
enters  into  the  composition  off  the  grape,  it 
will  be  sem  that  if  these  leaves  are  partially 
destroyed  or  their  capac.ty  weakened 
before  the  fruit  is  fully  ripened  and  perfected, 
its  richness  and  sweetness  will  be  propor- 
tioncbly  lessened  and  its  value  greativ  <n- 
minished. 

"  Sour  graphs. "  without  the  aid  of  a  boun- 
tiful supply  of  healthy  loliage.  must  forever 
remain  sour  and  green,  and  immature  fruit 
remain  uuripe  and  worthless. 

There  are  many  other  reasons  why  thorough 
tillage,  constant  and  continued  cultivation,  is 
indispensable  to  growing  repeated  crops  off 
good  grapes,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  fact 
that  short  of  such  treatment  the  vine  will  not 
only  not  perlVct  its  fruit,  but  will  also  fail  to 
produce  mature  wood  and  fnsit-buds  for  the 
succeeding  crop. 

But  I  must  not  pursue  tliij  subject  further, 
nnd  must  therefore  close,  but  not  without  re- 
minding those  who  intend  to  plant  vineyards 
that,  unless  they  are  prepared  and  fully  deter- 
mined to  give  the  ueeded  attention  aud  cul- 
ture, tbey  will  but  damage  an  enterprise 
which,  but  for  such  neglect  aud  bad  treatment, 
will  certainly  prove  eminentlv  remunerative 
and  in  every  way  succcesful.

HopxjxsyiLtE.  Jan.  1.  166c1. 
Hon.  J.  H.  Harney,  Chairman  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  National  Democratic 
Pqrty  :—Dear  Sir — I  embrace  the  present 
opportunity  of  making  known  to  you  my  ap- 
proval of  the  actiou  taken  by  the  ccntral'cora- 
mittee  of  the  Democratic  party  in  Kentucky 
in  appointing  n  meeting  to  be  held  by  the 
committee  on  the  eighth  of  this  month.  The 
objects  and  purposes  of  the  committee  (as  I 
understand  them),  I  deem  to  be  most  honor- 
able and  patriotic,  aud  therefore  should  have 
the  approval  of  all  men.  I  understand  the 
ohject  of  the  committee  is  to  harmonize  and 
bring  together,  if  it  can  be  done  upon  any 
correct  principles,  the  two  parties  now  in 
Kentucky,  who  are  opposed  to  the  Radicals. 
This  should  be,  and  certainly  bj  desired  by 
every  man  iu  this  counuy  who  really  wants 
Radicalism  put  down  and  the  Constitution  ol 
the  United  States  preserved.  And  whoever 
opposes  this  desirable  object,  either  by  argu- 
ment or  ridicule,  ia,  in  my  judgment,  a  Radi- 
cal himself,  and  should  be  regarded  as  op- 
posed to  the  maintenance  of  the  Constitution 
and  of  the  Union,  together  with  all  the  ines- 
timable blessings  that  aro  to  be  derived  from 
a  speedy  restoration  of  all  the  people  of  the 
United  Sia'ei  to  liberty  and  freedom.

Believing  that  these 
views  ere  held  by  a  vast  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Kentucky,  who  have  acted  and  are  now 
acting  with  the  two  Democratic  organizations 
of  this  State,  we  see  uo  necessity  for  a  further 
continuance  cf  both  of  aaid  organizations: 
therefore  be  it  further 

Betolced,  That  we  recommend  that  all  per- 
sons opposed  to  the  Radical  party  now  in 
power,  attend  the  Democratic  primary  meet-  ' 
ings  already  called,  and  yet  to  be  called,  in 
the  several  counties,  and  unite  in  sending 
delegates  to  the  convention  to  assemble  in 
the  city  of  Frankfort  on  the  22d  February 


by  a  divided  representation  from  Kentucky 
much  harm  to  the  general  cause,  so  dear  to 
ua  all,  might  ensue  Snch  a  contest  before 
the  convention  would  diminish  the  efficiency 
of  a  combined  power  in  this  State,  and  might 
work  serious  evils  among  the  united  Conser- 
j  vatives  and  Democrats  beyond  our  limits.
